1 ES, it is really true that there exists among the Catholic Church's numerous 
| bands of religious women the above-named Community of Colored Sisters. 

You will find them now established in the Crescent City. New Orleans, in 

the street of the same name, occupying for their Mother House what was 

once the famous ball-room of this city's early pleasure-loving people. Their 

foundation dates back to November 21. 1842. Then it was that Divine Prov- 

dence thought it fit, so to. speak, to instil into the hearts of two young 

ladies of the race—Miss Harriet Delisle of New Orleans, and Miss Juliette 
Gaudin, a native of Cuba but a resident of this city since early childhood—the desire 
to give themselves up to a life of work among their own people. 

We know it to be a strange fact that God permits obstacles to invade even the 
most glorious works tending to His honor, and they surely were not wanting to the 
designs of our pious and zealous foundresses. Yet. evils apparently so are often 
blessings in disguise, as may be seen from the fact that the impossibility of their 
joining any of the white Sisterhoods, because of racial relationship which is even now 
one of the foremost topics of the day, caused the founding of a separate Colored Re- 
ligious Community. 

In doing this they. were greatly befriended by Miss Alicot of France, with whom 
is connected a little story in which can be traced God's Providence in the establish- 
ment of the Order. When landing here for a visit to her sister, an Ursuline nun in 
this city, she stepped off the steamer before the gangway was secured and fell into 
the river; and having been rescued by a colored man, she thereupon vowed to spend the - 
remainder of her life in the work of instructing the Negro. Accordingly, her time 
was spent with the staves from one plantation to another, and what pecuniary means 
she had was given to help secure a Home for the new Congregation which Misses De- 
liste and Gaudin were to begin under the direction of Very Reverend Rousselon.

name of the Wycliffe Bible. 

The theory, however, of the origin 
of the so-called Wycliffe Bible has been 
seriously shaken by the researches of 
Cardinal Gasquet, 0.8.B. The Cardi- 
nal is the foremost living authority 
on English pre-reformation church 
history. He made a study of the 
Bible in question, and these are his 
conclusions: (a) the contemporary ey- 
idénce that Wycliffe was the author of 
an English version of the Bible is 
very slight; (b) whether Wycliffe did 
really transiate the Bible er not, the 
so-called Wycliffeite Bibles are not his 
translation, they are good, orthodox 
Bibles of pre-reformation times—Bi- 
‘bles that had the tacit, and in some 
instances, the explicit approbation of 
the ecclesiastical authorities, 

There is no contemporary evidence 
from Wrycliffe’'s own time that he 
translated the Bible. The oldest tes- 
‘timonies which are cquoted to establish 
W ycliffe’s claim to be the “Father of 
English Bible” are from the ear 
part of fifteenth century. 
They are the following: (a) John Huss 
wrote, “It is reported among the Eng- 
lich that he (Wycliffe) translated the 
whole Bible from Latin inte English.” 
‘bi The Council of Oxford, held in 
1408, condemned W vcliffe’s translation 
of the Holy Writings. (¢) Archbishop 
runde! in 1412 forwarded a list of 
W yeliffe’s errore to Pope John XXIII

Edward Purcell, has a long article-on the subject, in which, after 
deploring the fact of the war, and expressing a doubt upon 
whom the responsibility of its consequences must rest, the editor 
eloquently and patriotically adds: 

The dice is cast, 
the sword is drawn, and every man must enter with all his heart 
into the conflict, with an unflinching determination to earry the 
flag of the Union through the storm of war. Henceforth, until 
peace be restored our great object must be to defend, by every 
means in our power, the national cause. Every privation must 
be sustained, every call must be responded to with alacrity, every 
hand roe to carry out the designs of those who abi the des- 
tinfes of the republic, during the days of peril. y other fee!- 
ing than this would be contrary to the iileetancs. ich we owe 
to the constitution, and which the government has now, more 
$0, if possible, than at any other time, a right to demand.

WHY GO TO CHURCH? 

Many strange things have been learned from the recent- 
ly published religious statistics of the United States. One 
conclusion is fully justified. So far as church attendance 
may indicate, religion is net losing ground in our country. 
From this standpoint our peeple are becoming more re< 
ligious. 

The statistics show that over a half million new mem- 
bers were added in the past year to the many churches in 
the United States. These figurea further disclose that while 
the population. of the country has increased about eighty 
percent in the last generation, church membership has in- 
creased nearly one hundred and thirty per cent. These figures 
are quoted as a refutation of the charge that “the Church is 
becoming a back number or that it no longer wields its proper 
influence in life. The only change in church membership 
records is a change for the better. We accept the figures and 
we would wish to accept the conclusions. We bear in mind a 
comment by Dr. Straton, a prominent New York Baptist 
clergyman, on the endorsement of Dr. Fosdick in a Presby- 
terian pulpit by a body of Baptist ministers. He suggests 
that the time has come for “a change in crew for our Baptist 
ship, carrying with it a complete right-about of direction, if 
we are to be saved.” He laments “the transformation of 
churches from great spiritual soul-winning centers into mere 

literary societies, social clubs and forums.” He declares that 
~ “indecency and greed on stage and screen” are the “partial 
+. fruit of modernism in church, school and stgte.”
